Some 
parties, (aad among the rest the writer or 
writers of the communications referred 
to ubove) , made ap[)lication to tho Gov 
GJiiment to ji/in:/i(ise ivuiu :i(IO to 000 or 
SOU acies each of tlie low land, during the 
time Mr. Geo. Turner was surveying tlieso 
townships iu 187U, and thoy want ilioso 
applications granted before the Derby or 
any other scheme for draining the lands 
IS carr.od out As surveyed lands thoy 
were not in tho market for jinrchaao, and 
as uuanrveyed lands tbo ajqilicauts did 
uot gut them surveyed at thoir own ex- 
pense as per Sco.

Rebuilding London. 

A London letter to tho Newark (N. ,T.) 

Dailij Adrerlisev says: London present.-" 
the appearance of a city in tho course of 
being rebuilt. In all directions houses 
are being torn down for the i)urposo of 
widening u.xistiiig streets, or making new- 
ones, or creating s(iuarea, or eloariug .lites 
for now blocks of shops, hotels or private 
residences. The buildings now in course 
of erection are invariably of the most 
showy and tho sumo time substantial ord- 
ers of architocturo. The road-beds aro 
exceedingly linn, and tho surfnco smoidL 
aud hard. Toe pavements are wide, 
.-ti ciDg and well laid. Tho gas lighting is 
liberal, ond occasionally tasteful, particu- 
larly on the north bank of the 'rimmes, 
trom Westminster to Blaokfriars b idge. 
along the new ombankiikint, which is a 
palerre of il Aversaml shrubs by day and a 
fairy like i lumination by nignt. But all 
this is motlilied, and the aspect of the oily 
is to a ceitaia extent disfigured, like 
blotches on a fair face, by exoavaiions. 
htaps of rubbish, and the vast piles of 
oiirtli, lime, stone, brick, timber and iron 
everywhere blocking tho streets. "There 
appears lit 'rally no end to tho rebuilding 
and reciimtruction of iho metropnlis. One 
set ol improvements is no sooner fioishod 
than aiietlier i-- begun. In ten years L'Ui 
lion will larobably be more beaiitiful in 
evi ry quarter than Paris. Never was any- 
thing like it. Wonderful as the day is, 
the morrow is equally -crowded with mar- 
vels. Loudon is a succession of ourprises 
and they never cease."
